|which the examiners found had 
reached a total of about $2,900,- 
000 by Dec. 31, 1927, three months 
after Toombs obtained full contro). 

On that day, the last of the year. 
when life insurance companics 
must show their condition in an- 
nual statements, a list of securitics 
amounting to $3,122,455 was re- 
corded on the company's books as 
bought from Tombs & Dawtly Co. of 
Chicago, President Toombs’ Chica- 
go house. This more than ba!- 
anced the cash borrowing of 
Toombs, and aroused the suspicions 
‘of the commissioners from other 
States, resulting in their investigs - 
tion. They have been unable to 
find these securities. 

Doubt Cast on “Securities” Loan. 

The examiners at first were told 
that a clerk of the company had 
taken $3,500,000 in securities last 
June 19, to Toombs in Chicago, 
who was to sell them for the ac- 
count of the company. This clerk 
made affidavit to this effect but 
upon closer questioning later, he is 
said to have admitted that he cowid 
not say for certain that the pack- 
age he took to Chicago contained 
any securities. This admisasion 
convinced the examiners that de- 
ception had been practiced some- 
where to bolster up the companys 
annual statement. 

As a result of their investigation 
of the company’s tangled affairs 
the insurance commissioners are 
now convinced that Toombs in re- 
ality purchased control of the In- 
ternational Life with its own 
money, borrowing large sums with 
which to make the purchase for 
$3,100,000, then taking cash or se- 
curities out of the Internativuna! 
life's assets with which to repay 
the borrowed money.

BETWEEN PILINGS 


Tender of Philadelphia 
Drawbridge Struggles 
Four Hours to Free Self 
Till Tide Covers Him. 


By the Associated Press. 
PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 9.—With 
his foot wedged in a draw-bridge. 
John Ryan, a bridge tender, was 
slowly drowned yesterday in the 
rising tide of the Delaware river. 
Ryan was tender on the draw- 
bridge over Frankford Creek near 
the point at which it empties into 
the Delaware. He went beneath 
the bridge at low tide to grease 
the mechanism exposed by reced- 
ing water. Slipping, his foot be- 
came wedged between two pilings. 
For four hours Ryan struggled 
to free himself and shouted for 
help as the tide lapped = steadily 
higher upon him.

Albert L. Schmidt, an attorney 
who represented the North  S8t. 
Louis Business Men’s Association 
and the Cass Avenue Bank in the 
opposition, today issued the follow- 
ing statement in behalf of oppo- 
nents of the measure: 

“The North St. Louis Business 
Men's Association, various church 
organizations, civic leaders and 
business interests in North St. 
Louis have been continuously en- 
gaged during the past four months 
in the fight made on the I. T. 8. 
franchise in one of the most stren- 
uous battles ever engaged in this 
city in the interests of the public 
welfare. 

“Asa result of this struggle two 
distinct franchises proposed in rap- 
id succession were found to be ne- 
farious and so destructive of the 
public interests that the Board of 
Aldermen refused to grant them, 

Points of Objection. 

“The third grant proposed by the 
City Administration again met the 
most bitter opposition, and the 
final contest was waged on the fol- 
lowing, among other grounds: 

“1. The establishment of a dan- 
gerous freight grade crossing at the 
important intersection of Twelfth 
and Cass avenue, where thousands 
of automobiles cross at all hours of 
the day and night. 

“2. The establishment of this 
freight crossing was particularly 
obnoxious to North St. Louis, after 
the 17 years’ struggle to eliminate 
the Delmar avenue grade crossing 
in the western part of the city. 

“3 The’ establishment of this 
grade crossing was a distinct viola- 
tion of promises and pledges of the 
administration to eliminate, rather 
than to create new dangerous grade 
crossings. 

“4. The conversion of important 
public streets and highways into 
dangerous railroad switching yards, | 
which constitutes a direct reversal 
of the position taken by the city 
administration before the Public 
Service Commission in the so-called 
‘Brecht case. 

“5. The granting of a 50-year 
franchise to any railroad to haul 
freight through the streets of St. 
Louis into the heart of the city at 
Twelfth and Washington avenue. 

“6. The establishment of a 
freight terminal and depot at 
Twelfth and Washington avenué 
where it will become a public men- 
ace and nuisance, and greatly ob- 


Structing the free flow of traffic on 
the new Twelfth boulevard. 

“7. The establishment eo #8: 
freight terminal and depot at the 
northern entrance to the Memo- 
rial Plaza constitutes a desecration 
of the plaza and little less than a 
civic crime. 

“Indefensible Haste.” 

“8. The indefensible haste with 
which the franchise was rushed 
through, and for which there Was | 
no public justification. 

“9. The granting of the franchise | 
without ever referring the matter 
to the City Plan Commission for ad- 
vice as to the probable effect of the 
franchise on the major Street plans 
of this city, its interference with 
traffic movements and the defacing | 
of beautiful boulevards and plazas 
with freight terminals. 

“10. The granting of this fran- 
chise in a rush without consulting 
the Rapid Transi t COmmission, and 
the tying of the hands of the Rapid 
Transit Commission before it even 
begins to functi on, leaving the im- 
pression in the minds of many of 
our people that it isa useless body 
and should disband. 

“11. In the hasty passage, of this. 
bill without suffice} ent considera- 
tion or time to work out a satis- 
factory solution, proper safe- 
guards of the rights of our citi- 
zens have been disregarded and 
subordinafed to the demands of 
the railroad, backed by the Insull, 


Co. interests, the most powerful 
combinations of utility interests in | 
the country. 

Questions Put to Mayor. | 

“Under such circumstances |

Mukden Government Told 
Not to Permit Chinese to 
Assume Control Over Its 
Affairs.

TOKIO, Aug. %.—There are in- 
dications of a new crisis in China, 
for Japan has sent formal warn- 
ings to the Governments of Man- 
churia and Nationalists against 
acts regarded as inimical to Ja- 
pan’'s interests. 

To Chang Hsueh-liang, military 


governor of Manchuria, word went 
that he must not put the province 
under the jJomination of the Nan- 
king Nationalist Government. 

A note was sent the Nanking 
Government stating that, unless 
the Nationalists change their at- 
titude toward Japan's interests in 
China, “the Japanese Government 
may be obliged tu take such mea- 
sures as it deems suitable for safe- 
guarding rights and interests as- 
sured by the treaties.”’ 

Nanking has already notified 
Japan of its abrogation of com- 
mercia] treaties granting extra- 
territorial rights to.  Japancse. 
Japan's claim that this abrogation 
is illegal has been ignored by Nan- 
king. 

Premier Addresses Cabinet. 


Premier Tanaka told the cabl- 
net he had reliable information 
that Chang Hseuh-liang and Chiang 
Kai-shek, Nationalist military com- 
mander, had worked out the draft 
of an agreement to extend the Na- 
tionalist rule into Manchuria. It 
is understood here that the agree- 
tment gives Nanking control of 
Manchurian foreign relations while 
granting Manchuria complete au- 
tonomy in domestic matters. 

Japan fears that without the 
protectien afforded by present 
treaties its supplies of raw mate- 
(rial from Manchuria will be cut 
‘off and that property and lives 
of its citizens in China will be en- 
dangered. ' 

The tentative Nanking-Mukden 
agreement is also understood to 
provide that political committees 
of the Kuomintang, the political 
organization of the Nanking move- 
ment, will be excluded from Man- 
churia, 

Provision of Agreement. 

Chang. however, is to accept the 
three principles of Dr, Sun Yat-sen 
—Nationalist, Democracy, State 
Soclalism—and that the National. 
ist flag will be hoisted at Mukden. 
Chang’s capital, 

Reports that the Nationalists 
have canceled all troop movements 
against Mukden, and that Chang 
is preparing to withdraw his forces 
from the Shanhaikwan front

VACATIONS FOR MURDERERS. 

The case of Gus Webbe will shock everyone who 
believes that murder is a crime and that murderers 
should be punished. This notorious Cuckoo gang- 
ster, whom the police supposed to be serving two 
10-year terms for murder, was discovered on the 
streets of St. Louis, enjoying a week-end vacation 
by the permission of Superintendent Harrison of the 
Boonville Reformatory. 

It is worth while to recall the crime for which 
Webbe was sentenced, and to which he pleaded guil- 
ty. In company with other Cuckoo gangsters, he was 
drinking in a St. Louis County roadhouse on a night 
in 1923. The gangsters were celebrating the sic 
cessful holdup of another roadhouse, from which they 
had taken $500 a few hours earlier. Patrolman Ed- 
ward W. Griffin entered with a party of friends. The 
drunken gangsters recognized the policeman, who 
was off duty, and gathered around him. Ort struck 
‘him. When Griffin attempted to draw his revolver, 
‘he was shot seven times. 

Then, leaving him dying on the floor, they ran out 
and commandeered a car driven by John L. Surgant, 
a merchant. At the pofnt of a pistol they forced Sur- 
gant to drive them to St. Louis. When the car 
reached Iron street, Surgant was shot through the 
back of the head, and his body thrown out on the 
street, the gangsters using his car to continue their 
escape. Subsequently the police arrested Webbe, 
“Dizzy” Daniels and Oliver Hamilton, and charged 
them with the murders. Daniels and Hamilton were 
tried, convicted, and sentenced to life imprisonment. 
Webbe pleaded guilty to both crimes, and was given 
two sentences of 10 years, to run concurrently. 

Prior to the killings, Webbe had been arrested 68 
times, mostly on the charge of being suspected of 
robbery, although he never was convicted. He was, 
however, a well-known gangster, and the constant 
associate of gangsters. Notwithstanding this, after 
serving nine months in the penitentiary, he was 
transferred by the State Penal Board to the Boon- 
ville Reformatory, a mild place of confinement for 
boys and first offenders. 

Worse still, it now develops that Superintendent 
Harrison made him a trusty, and assigned him to 
the pleasant task of driving the superintendent’s car. 
Yet worse, he recommended him for a parole. Chief 
of Detectives Kaiser got wind of this, and stopped it. 
At that time—six months ago—Chief Kaiser compiled 
and forwarded te Harrison a complete summary of 
Webbe’s police record. 

Following all this, Webbe was arrested at 2:30 
a. m. Monday morning at Eighteenth and Chouteau. 
He was accompanied by his brother, Tony Webbe, 
also a Cuckoo gangster, who has a record of 32 ar- 
rests and no convictions. Gus Webbe explained that 
Superintendent Harrison had allowed him to spend 
a week-end vacation in St. Louis, and to the amaze- 
ment of the police, Superintendent Harrison con- 
firmed the statement by telephone. 

What hope is there to reduce crime and intimidate 
criminals, when a known gangster who has pleaded 
guilty to two cold-blooded and singularly brutal mur- 
ders, is allowed to take “week-end vacations?” Chief 
Gerk has very properly ordained that Webbe will 
take the remainder of his in the holdover, but that 
is not the fault of Superintendent Harrison, who 
doubtless will endeavor to make amends to Webbe 
when the latter returns to his pleasant duties as 
chauffeur at the reformatory. 

Harrison is amenable to Gov. Baker and the State 
Penal Board. No further evidence of his unfitness 
is required. If the Governor afd the board do not 
summarily remove him, the people of St. Louis and 
the county will know where to assign some of the 
blame for conditions which have made this com- 
munity a theater of crime and a paradise for crim- 
inals.

Last December, while attempts were being made 
to rescue the crew of the sunken submarine S-4, 
Lieut. Charles B. Momsen, Navy submarine expert, 
gave it as his opinion that the men could not be 
saved. Momsen said that, with the exception of one 
case, the quickest time in which any submarine of 
the American Navy had been raised was nine months. 
He said weather and water must be just right and 


to get cables around the hull. 

Last Monday morning the Italian submarine F-14 
was struck by a destroyer and sank in 131 feet of 
water. The position of the ship was quickly deter- 
mined and within half an hour after the collision 
divers were working to lay cables. In the meantime 
air was being run into the submarine through a 
hastily laid pipe and, by means of a submarine acous- 
tic telephone, communication was maintained with 
the imprisoned men. On Wednesday morning, 34 
hours after the accident, the F-14 was brought to the 
surface. 

In view of the past experience of the American 
Navy, it might behoove our naval officers to study 
this salvage feat. Allowing for all differences in 
water and weather, there seems to remain a vast dis- 
crepancy between the Italian and American meth- 
ods of bringing a sunken submarine to the surface. 
Unfortunately, poisonous fumes killed the Italians 
before the ship was floated; but if the same speed 


had been possible in the case of the S-4, lives would 
have been saved. 
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Maybe the people, who almost broke their nécks 
voting for Judge Rosecan, were merely expressing 
their resentment of taxicab rates. 
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FOR EIGHTEEN YEARS IN PRISON. 

Oscar Slater has accepted the British Government's 
offer of 6000 pounds ($29,100) in settlement for the 
18 years he served in prison for a murder. He was 
convicted on the testimony of a witness who subse- 
quently retracted. Public clamor was a factor in 
the sentence as was also the man’s mode of living— 
that of professional gambler. 

It was the world-wide agitation of the Sacco-Van- 
zetti case that aroused the British public in the in- 
justice done Slater, procured his parole, cleared his 
hame and has now closed the account in as far as 
such an account can be closed. Nobody will

HOOVER AND THE PRICE OF WHEAT. 

Eugene D. Funk of Bloomington, Ill., who was a 
member of President Wilson’s Fair Price Committee 
of 1917, is the Jatest to deny the oft-repeated charge 
that Mr. Hoover fixed the price of wheat during the 
war. Mr. Funk is an authority on this question. 
He and his fellow members of the Fair Price Com: 
mittee—Harry A. Garfield, Charles Barrett, L, J. Ta- 
ber, W. J. Taber and W. J. Shorthill—were the one: 
who fixed the price of wheat at $2.20. Mr. Hoover 
arranged a meeting place for the committee in Wash- 
ington, and on that occasion asked to be relieved 
from acting with the committee. He was present at 
no time during its deliberations, nor were its de- 
cisions reported to him. 

Mr. Funk is not the only member of the Fair Price 
Commfttee to absolve Mr. Hoover of any responsibil- 
ity for the price-fixing. Every member has at one 
time or another branded the charge as a canard. 
June 17, 1928, the Post-Dispatch, in a sketch of the 
Republican candidate, had this to say: 


It has been charged that Hoover fixed the 
price of wheat during the war and thereby, for 
the benefit of Great Britain, robbed the Amer- 
ican farmer. The facts are that the price was 
fixed, not by Hoover, but by a commission of 
which he was not a member.

Mr. Frank’s race illustrated the depth of resent- 
ment in Missouri against prohibition. He is an out- 
and-out antiprohibitionist, and as such polled about 
72,000 votes in St. Louis and St. Louis County. He 
seems not to have received above 25,000 votes in the 
rest of the State, but he nevertheless finished sec- 
ond. He beat David M. Proctor, the outstanding dry 
candidate, but he could not beat Patterson, who, with 
organization support in Kansas City and out in the 
State, was getting both wet and dry votes. 

The Frank vote naturally induces speculation as 
to what this heavy antiprohibition vote in Missouri 
will do in the presidential race. If the people are so 
discontented with prohibition as the Frank vote in- 
dicates, it is reasonable to suppose that the vote in 
the State for Gov. Smith, who proposes to do some- 
thing about prohibition, is going to be a revelation.

His Death Causes Deep 
Anxiety in Europe as 
Well as Jugo-Slavia— 
Civil War Feared.

VIENNA. Aug. 9.—The death. 
last night of Stefan Raditch, fiery 
Croatian leader, who was shot last 
‘June 20 in the Chamber of Depu- 
ties, is causing deep anxiety in 
Europe as well as Jugo-Siavia. 
| The belief was held in some 
quarters today that the situation 
'eontained at least the possibility 
of civil war for Jugo-Slavia un- | 
_less strong outside influences were 
|effiicently exerted. | 
| Troops were parading today 
‘through the streets of Zagreb, 
|where Raditch died at the age 
‘of 55. Police also appeared in 
strong force and all places of en- 
tertainment were closed. 

Serious Disturbances Feared. | 

There was an uneasy feeling that 
' demonstrations would occur, Thes?, | 
/ it was feared, might lead to great- | 
er disturbances in view of the in-| 
; tense resentment of the Croats 
against the Jugo-Slav Government 
'party which they hold responsible 
for the shooting. 

That such disorders might not | 
_long remain local was the fear 
} that was causing deep anxiety else- 
where than Jugo-Slavia. The bit- 
terness of the Croats toward what 
they regard as Serbian domination 
is well Known. The prospect of a 
peaceful reconciliation seemed 
hopeless at present, especially since

;} voted in favor of ratifying the 
|; Nettuno convention with Italy tn 
| the face of bitter Croatian opposi- | 
tion. The Nettuno convention per- 
mits Italians to own land along the | 
Dalmatian coastal plane. 

Peasant-Leaders Summoned. 

M. Prebitchevitch, leader of the 
Peasants, on hearing of Raditch's 
death immediately issued a sum- 
mons for the exelutives of the party 
‘to assemble on Saturday. 

The fire of hatred between the 
elements which go to make up th: 
kingdom of the Croats. Serbs and 

Slovenes flared with the shooting 
of Raditch on June 26. Punica 
Rathchitch, a_ radical (Govern- 
ment) Deputy, infuriated at fre- 
quent interruptions in the Nation- 
al*-Assembly whipped out his pisto! 
and fired six shots into a group cf 
Croatians. Raditch’s nephew, 
Paul, and another Deputy were 

ciled and four others, including 
| Raditch wounded. 

After he was shot his adherent 
withdrew from the Cabinet and 
Since then his party has consisten’ 
ly refused to acknowledge the 
Jugo-Slav Government. A separai: 
Parliament was set uD in Zagreh 
and a demonstration was held 
favoring a “free Croatia.” 

Raditch was born in 187 
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Village of Schitarevo of GyYDpsy 
blacksmith parentage. He Studied 
at the University of Zagreb. later 
at the University of Prague and in 
Paris. While he was a Student h 
was imprisoned for burning a 
Magyar flag during a visit of Em. 
peror Francis Joseph to Zagreb. 
About 25 years ago he Organized 
and assumed leadership of the 
Croatian peasant party and became 
a champion of the common people. 
In 1918 he agitated for a Croatian 
peasant republic within the Jugo- 
Slav kingdom. 

Raditch Acquitted of Treason. 

: Prior to the elections of 1925 
Premier Nickola Pachitch, a bit- | 
ter foe of the peasant leader, ob- 
,tained Raditch’s arrest on a charge 
; of treason, while the Cabinet or- 
dered dissolution of the peasant 
| party on grounds of alleged Com- 
munistic contact. Raditch’s fol-— 
lowers elected 70 members to the 
new Parliament, however. 

Raditch was tried and acquitted | 
on the treason charge. but imme- | 
diately rearrested on the plea of 
newly} discovered evidence. He was 
never brought to trial again, being | 
later released through the efforts | 
of King Alexander. 

He became Minister of Educa- | 
tion by appointment of the King 
‘but precipitated a new crisis in 
April, 1926, when he and mem. 
bers of his party resigned from the 
‘Cabinet after their demand for the 
reconvening of Parliament to ques- | 
tion the Premier on charges of 
craft made against his son was re- 
fused. 

Raditch was married to an in- 
telligent Czech woman. a former 
school teacher. They had a large 
family of children. 

One writer described him as a 
“middle-aged, fattish, robust man 
His face and head reminds one of 
a pear; his hair is short and 
stragly, bushy eye-brows and 
beard, strong teeth and dark com- | 
plexion—a man of striking physi- | 
eal build but untidy appearance.” | 
His dress was described like that | 
of any peasant from the country 


although recently he had become 
more “city-like.”’ |

A New Problem | 
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In Stain Removal | 


By Hannah Wing. 


TAINS on linen like the old 
moral about stains on charac- 
ter, follow habits. Even a good 
and wise habit, such as the pres- 
ent one of taking cod liver oil, 
may result in a stain that is diffi- 
cult to remove. Those who have 
young children on whose clothes 
the oil is often spilled in the pro- 
cess Of administering the dose have 
found that this oil is not as easily 
washed out as some other oils. 
The stain often escapes notice 
when the clothes are put in the 
wash since cod liver oil stains are 
light in color and almost invisible 
while fresh. However, ®eat turns 
them brown and makes them more 
difficult to remove. 

Unlaundered cod liver oil stains 
can be removed from all materials, 
white and colored, by rubbing with 
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Keeping House 
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terial or on a hidden part of the 
garment. The nature of the dye 
i may be such that the stain can be 
removed without injury to the co!- 
or. If a faded spot results, it m*y 
be less objectionable than the orig- 
inal stain as it is often possible to 
restore the colon by careful tinting. 

When using hydrogen peroxiie 
on colored materials it is desira> le 
to work as rapidly as_ possibile. 
Holding the stain in the steam 
close to the spout of a boiling t-a 
kettle after each application of the 
hydrogen peroxide gives quick re- 
sults and is less likely to injure 
the color than longer applications 
at a lower temperature. 

Hydrogen peroxide can be used 
on silk and wool as well as on cot- 
pton and linen.
